John Doe, a Madison editor, violated 
the corrupt practices act. 


Of the total expenditure, $35,937.50

Competing Systems Work- 


Ing Out Plans for Programs 
Next March 4

Washington —The two great radio 


broadcasting systems are whipping 
into shape their respective plans 
for broadcasting the presidential in- 
auguration in a way that will need 
no apology. 


The details are being carefully 


guarded by the 
two 
competitive 


chains, the National Broadcasting 
and the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem. The heads of each of the organ- 
izations are wracking their brains to 
put on new "stunts" that will win 
the favor of the radio audience, De- 
tailed desriptions of the proceedings, 
including' "running stones" of the 
parade itself, -which will be four 
miles long, of course, will be the 
central feature, but the 
efSbellish- 


ments are the things being kept sec- 
ret. 


Besides the actual broadcasting of 


the event throughout the continent 
and its rebroadcasting to other coun- 
tries of the world by means of short 
waves, the navy intends to have a 
portion of its radio communications 
play a part in the inaugural. Plans 
are being worked out whereby the 
naval dirigible Los Angeles will fly 
over the parade, with several news- 
papermen aboard, to write "birds 
eye view" stories of the parade. It 
is planned to have these reporters, 
repqrtlng the four newsgathering as- 
sociations, transmit their stories di- 
rect from the Los Angeles to the na- 
val communications service in the 
navy building at Washington, and 
thence relayed to the association of- 
fices. 


NO INTERFERENCE 


The Los Angeles is equipped with 


both high frequency and intermedi- 
ate equipment. Inasmuch as these 
plans are in but the formative stage, 
the department has not decided on 
the wave length that the dirigible 
will use, but it will not be one that 
will in any manner Interfere with 
the broadcasting accounts of the in- 
augural. How and when the report- 
ers will be permitted to transmit 
their accounts of the Inaugural as 
viewed from the air will be in the 
discretion of the dirigible's command- 
ing officer. Lieutenant Commander

How many broadcasting 
stations 


within the United States -will carry 
the programs Is not yet known, al- 
though all existing records for na- 
tion-wide hook-ups will be shattered. 
The 58 stations aligned with Nation- 
al Broadcasting company as we/1 as 
Columbia's 46 stations are certain- 
ties, In addition to these they will be 
scores of non-member stations that 
will subscribe to the inaugural pro- 
grams of one or the other chains.

his platformed throne and exchanged 
his tiara for a white and gold mitre 
and had taken 
his place on 
the 


throne to the left of the main altar 
(on the "gospel side") the solemn 
high mass began. 


After the "Ite, Missa Est" the pope 


himself arose from his throne and 
Imparted the apostolic benediction to 
all present. No sermon was deliver- 
ed and following the usual "prayers 
after mass," culminating with the 
beatitudes, the pope again mounted 
his throne and was conveyed down 
the nave the same way he had 
come. 


Upon arriving at the tomb'of St. 


Peter, under the massive canopy of 
metal and stone, he again descended, 
knelt and prayed for a few moments. 
Then he.. remounted the portable 
platform and giving his benediction 
right and left to the dense throng,

For the first time in its history Wis- 


consin this winter has seriously under- 
taken the removal of snow 
from 


-Streets and highways. Snow removal 
has been forced upon cities and coun- 
ties by modern social and commercial 
development. 
We have reached the 


point in organization and 
frequency 


and quantity of daily transactions 
•where their interruption for even 
a few hours bring loss and hard- 
ship. 
Improved highways and the 


automobile have revolutionized our 
social, industrial and business life. The 
city must have constant access to the 
country and the country to the city; 
city to city and village to village. 


Today we are spending more for 


' snow removal and equipment than the 
people of a generation ago would ever 
haVe believed possible. It is not only 
justified but it is necessary. ^Nothing in 
,this highly complex and sensitive era 
can function without constant and de- 
pendable communication. Business is 
immediately paralyzed if the arteries 
of travel and exchange ,are closed. 
This applies quite as much to the 
farmer as to the merchant and manu- 
facturer. 


Outagamie county this winter has 


-been dilatory in snow removal. Either 
because it was not prepared in training 
ind personnel or because the equip- 
ment provided for the purpose was not 
adequate, tile Outagamie county high- 
way department failed to cope with the 
situation and as a result our highways 
«ven to -this day are not nearly as fit 
for driving as roads in nearby counties 
which were prepared. Outagamie coun- 
ty, however, has learned its lesson and 
it is probable that the supervisors at 
tfceir meeting next week will see to it 
that our roads are opened hereafter. 


All over the state the movement for 


keeping highways open is growing in 
importance and in a few years snow 
blocked roads will be practically an 
unknown thing. Outagamie county 
must keep up with the procession. We 
would no more go back to the old 
times when roads were 
impass- 


able for days or weeks than we 
would dispense with the telephone 
or the automobile. 
Snow remov- 


al has become one of the necessary 
overhead items in the cost of govern- 
ment 
Very rapidly the people have 


coine to see that expenditures for this 
purpose are well made and bring re- 
turns far greater 
than the 
money 


spent. 


LOOKING FOR TROUBLE 


Congress, ever looking for diversion, 


is now excited over the charge that the 
action of the Federal Reserve board to 
check speculation was 
taken in re- 


sponse to an appeal from the Bank of 
England. Because of the fact that the 
notice of the board was issued coinci- 
dent with the visit to this country of 
Rt. Hon. Montague Collet Norrnan, 
governor of the Bank of England, it 
is assumed that it was in response to 
his direct appeal, the object being to 
stop the flow.of gold from London 
which is being absorbed in the United 
States by higher money rates. 
It is 


said Mr. Norman first sought a reduc- 
tion in our Federal Reserve bank re- 
discount rate to 4 or 4J^ per cent, the 
discount rate of the Bank of England 
being 4*4 per cent This it is >aid the 
Federal Reserve board refused 1o do, 
whereupon the Bank of England raised 
the discount rate to 5j^ per cent, which 
will have the same effect as a dccrca-e 
in the American rate, and should auto- 
matically stop the exporting of gold to 
the United States. 


Congress wants to investigate this 


story, on the theory that the Federal 
Rcscr\c board is subservient to 
the 


Bank of England, an inference which 
is not at all apparent and which would 
not seem to be justified by the 
facts 


even if they are as alleged. According 
to these facts the Federal Reserve 
board refused to disturb rediscount j 


rates in this country and left the Bank 
of England to take its own measures. 
That could certainly not be regarded 
as subserviency. So far as giving in- 
structions to Federal Reserve and 
member banks to curtail loans for 
speculation, we think that is decidedly 
in the interest of legitimate business 
and 
sound 
American 
prosperity. 


Whether it pleased the Bank of Eng- 
land is of no consequence and no sig- 
nificance. The sole test is whether it is 
a good thing to do for_ this country. 


Speculation has reached the point 


where it is detrimental to commerce 
and industry, both by reason of its 
moral effects and because it is absorb- 
ing great sums of capital that would 
otherwise be employed in channels of 
constructive business and productive 
enterprise. It also threatens disaster if 
it is not subjected to some restraint. 


Anything which furnishes an excuse 


to throw-stones at Great Britain or to 
exhibit a false Americanism at Wash- 
ington is seized upon by our politicians 
with avidity. It gets them in the lime- 
light and is supposed to contribute to 
their popularity. Personally we have 
far too much confidence in the Federal 
Reserve board and in the government 
of the United States to believe that 
either in finance or diplomacy they 
have an undue regard for British or 
any other foreign interest, and are not 
at times alert and loyal to American 
interests. 


THE CASE AGAINST STEWART 


In what is said to be a final message 


'to stockholders of the Standard Oil 
company of Indiana, the Rockefeller 
committee makes out its case against 
Col. Robert W. Stewart, whom it is 
opposing for re-election as director and 
chairman of the board. The letter re- 
views Col. Stewart's connection with 
the Continental Trading company. 
This is the company whose transac- 
tions were under fire in the oil lease 
scandals. It is a company which the 
United States supreme court declared 
in the Teapot Dome suit "was created 
for some illegitimate purpose." 


Stewart participated with Harry F. 


Sinclair in guaranteeing the perform- 
ance of the Continental Trading com- 
pany and the contract between it 
and the Humphreys companies which 
made it possible for the entire Conti- 
nental Trading company deal to be put 
through. 
In addition he shielded 


Blackmer in his profitable 
participa- 


tion in the transaction, Blackmer 
fleeing to Europe and 
remaining 


there despite 
extreme 
efforts of 


the department of justice to bring 
him bacfcto testify in the oil scandal 
cases. 
Finally, the Rockefellers say 


Stewart created a secret trust of bonds 
appearing to have a suspicious his- 
tory, which he knew to belong either to 
the Sinclair interests or the 
Stand- 


ard Oil company of Indiana, and in- 
stead of disclosing the fact to the 
board of directors kept these bonds in 
his personal possession for nearly eight 
years. He was charged with contempt 
of the senate in refusing to give testi- 
mony in the oil investigation and later 
with perjury. While he was acquitted 
in both instances, the real character of 
his actions was not necessarily deter- 
mined by the jury's verdict any more 
than was the innocence of Sinclair, 
Doheny and Fall proved by juries 
which freed them despite the fact that 
they were black with guilt. 


But the Rockefeller case against Col. 


Stewart does not rest on the charges 
of contempt and perjury. It rests on 
the record of Col. Stewart's connection 
with the Continental Trading company 
deal and his secretion of bonds relat- 
ing to the deal; upon his subsequent 
refusal to aid the government in its in- 
vestigation of the oil conspiracy, in 
fact, his willingness to obstruct the in- 
vestigation. To put it in the form of 
the Rockefeller committee statement, 
he is opposed because of "his conduct 
over a period of years in connection 
with the transactions of the Continen- 
tal Trading company and his attitude 
toward the public, and toward public 
authority." 


Here is an issue that transcends all 


qualifications that Col. Stewart may 
possess as a successful cxecnthe and 
as a profit-builder for Standard Oil. It 
strikes at the very bottom of his fit- 
ness. Corporations may not have souls, 
hut their executives have rcspon^ihil-

puscles in the blood or in the quan- 
tity of hemoglobin (coloring matter) 
in the red corpuscles, or both. The 
hemoglobin is a complex substance 
containing among other elements a 
small quantity of iron and this is 
probably the reason why the laity to- 
day and the medical profession of a 
bygone day, imagined that any de- 
ficiency, loss or weakness of blood 
was to be replenished or made good 
by the simple administration of iron 
as medicine. Quite true, there is in- 
variably a diminshed quantity of iron

blood. "Why pick on iron particular- 
ly? 
Anyway, it is rarely if ever 


that secondary anemia is due to any 
shortage of iron in the diet; hence it 
is Illogical to assume that the blood 
can be "built up" or strengthened by 
taking iron In the form of medicine. 
Anemia is more or less universal; al- 
most everybody living an indoor life, 
exposed to innumerable chances of 
insidious poisoning from industrial 
sources and even in the domestic 
sphere, subject to one ailment and 
another in which infection and bac- 
terial poisons play a role, indulging 
in blood destroying poisons in 
the 


form of dope for cough, cold, ache, 
pain, or ennui, 
dodging the sun, 


selecting- a mollycoddle diet of vita- 
min poor substitutes for food, is like- 
ly to show some simple anemia, 
when a blood count and hemoglobin 
measurement is made. What of it7 
"Would you repeal all the laws of 
hygiene by investing in a package 
of iron "tonic?" 
You say you've 


had anemia several years, that the 
children seem anemic, too; pretty 
good evidence 
that your favorite 


iron remedy is worth less than half 
a hoot per barrel.

For more than 12 years the de- 


partment, through the biological sur- 
vey, has been working for the con- 
trol of predatory animals that are 
injurious to agriculture, horticulture, 
forestiy, 
animal 
husbandry 
and 


wild game; and the smaller, rodents 
that feed on growing and stored 
crops, forest and other nursery stock 
and the range grasses that support 
the farming and livestock industries 


The 10 year program 
if enacted 


would be concerned with the control 
of such destrojers of livestock and 
game as wolves, coyotes, mountain 
lions, bobcats, and predatory bears, 
and of such smaller predators as 
prairie dogs, ground squirrels, poc- 
ket 
gophers, jackrabbits, 
wood- 


chucks, porcupines, mice, rats, and 
moles most of which are called ro- 
dents by the scientists. The former, 
of which the coyote is the most 
destructive because of his prowess 
and numbers, is estimated to take an 
annual toll of $30,000,000. 


(*• The damage of rodents is almost 


too extensive to calculate. The 
prairie dog alone will destroy from 
25 to 80 per cent of the forage on 
the range he infests. The common 
rat, however, is the most destructive

Seed selling activities detrimental 


to Wisconsin farmers are being car- 
ried on in certain parts of the state, 
according to word received *i 
the 


county agricultural 
agent's 
office 


here from the state college of agri- 
culture at Madison. The lettei con- 
tains a warning to farmers to buy 
seed only from established and well- 
known dealers. 


One typical activity is that of the 


farm-to-farm seed peddler who takes 
orders at $5 to $10 a bushel anc! col- 
lects the cash with the promise that 
the seed will be forwarded 
later 


These peddlers usually claim exhor- 
bitant yields and have some large 
heads and fine appearing samples 
for bait. Enough farmers 
fall for 


the line which these peddlers hand 
out to make the business a profitable 
one. 
None of the varieties sold in 


this way which have been tested by 
the experiment station have proved 
equal to the standard pure bred var- 
ieties, so the farmers buying this 
kind of seed are victims of their 
own credulity. 


Another game which is pulled suc- 


cessfully every few years is the mail 
order sale of a newly invented grain' 
variety at around a dollar an ounce. 
The idea is that with this ounce of 
seed a farmer can get a start and in 
a few years have enough to plant a 
field. 


While this method does not take 


very much money 
from any one 


farmer as most of them buy only an 
ounce or two, yet enough farmers 
bite so that someone makes a big 
profit out of it. A new wheat variety 
is now being exploited In this way. 
When anything of this kind appears 
the experiment station tests it, but 
by the time the tess have been run 
the seed has been sold and the money 
is gone.

$57,119 Is Paid to Farmers 


by Association for Cows, 
Hogs and Sheep 


Kaukauna — Sixty-one carloads 


of mixed stock were shipped from 
Kaukauna last year by the Kaukau- 
na Live Stock Shipping association, 
according to the yearly report of 
William Helndel, secretary. Farmers 
were paid $57,119.99 for the cows, 
hogs and sheep shipped. Of the total 
number, 183 were cows, 2,126 were 
calves, 780 were hogs, and 36 were 
sheep. 


Shipments are made almost week- 


ly by the association. In 1928, 48 
shipments were made. The stock is 
loaded onto cars at the 
shipping 


yards located at the west end of 
Thlrd-st. All shipments are sent to 
the Milwaukee branch of Live Stock 
Shipping association. 


The local association was started 


in 1918 and has been increasing in 
membership and 
shipment 
every 


year. Charles Grode is manager of 
the organization. P. Harp of Klmber- 
ly is president and has held that 
position for several years. Weekly 
shipments will be made this year. 
Three more carloads were shipped 
during 1928 than the preceding year, 
according to the report. It is likeiy 
that the shipments will be greater 
this year than in 1928. 


At the present time there are 350 


paid members in the organization. 
Kaukauna is the center of a ship- 
ping area of about six miles from 
the city m all directions. Stock is 
brought in to be shipped from as 
far as Freedom, Sherwood and For- 
est Junction.

CHEAPER HIDES 


The high prices which have exist- 


ed for hides and for some sorts of 
leather have made the use of sub- 
stitutes more attractive 
to manu- 


facturers. The cattle hide leathers 
are going down and with their de- 
cline the situation in regard to their 
use in shoes will adjust itself. But 
the same cannot be said for the calf 
and kid leathers the raw materials 
for which 
have not declined 
so 


much. 


The substitute leather competition 


In. late months has been confined 
in large part to the shoe field. Com- 
position soles, it is estimated by the 
tanners, took business equivalent to 
750,000 'sides of cattle hides away 
from the tanners in the last year.

$4 a pair. 


The makers of leather for uppers 


have felt keenly the effect of imports 
of leather from abroad. More than 
2,000,000 'square feet of calf leather 
has come into this' country from 
abroad each month recently. This 
is enough to make more than a mil- 
lion pairs of shoes. 


Tanners of cattle leather for the 


uppers of medium priced shoes tan- 
ned 21 per cent less leather in 1928 
than In 1927. 
They were bumped 


badly by the steep rise in the price 
of raw cattle hides. 
The decline 


this winter in the price of hides, 
however, has served to give the tan- 
ners of this section of the industry 
a new lease of life. Their reproduc- 
t-on and sales are now rising slow- 
ly.Tanners of goat leather for kid 
shoes have been producing heavily 
for three years and hold world lead- 
ership in the manufacture of that 
leather. 


Upholstery leather Is commenc- 


ing to "look up," owing to the vague 
for the open type of automobiles and 
the demand from the furniture trade.

The pre-Easter sales of shoes are
